entrances were added. At that time, 
the building was raised and what now 
is the first floor was constructed. 
The county will use the old Cap­ 
itol until its new county building is 
completed. 
Most 
Illinoisans 
approv ed 
the 
state’s action to reclaim the build­ 
ing. It Is Intertwined in Illinois his­ 
tory during a time when the state 
was a focal point for dev elopments. 
J ust preceding the Civ il War. 
Much of the state’s colorful past 
would hav e been lost to generations 
of Illinoisans y et unborn, should the 
building not hav e been sav ed. 
It will become a state museum and 
it is our opinion that no other build­ 
ing within our borders could more 
properly house momentos of our 
past.

Aid Commission Declines

The commission met Friday and 
v oted unanimously to delay action 
on the proposal. Commission mem­ 
bers said they needed more time to 
study projects and gather informa­ 
tion before going ahead with a cut 
in relief. 


Chairman C. Virgil Martin, who 
has resigned his post but agreed 
to Kerner’s request to stay on the 
job until the end of J uly , said he 
would call another meeting, prob­ 
ably within IO day s. 


The postponement came after the 
commission heard a series of pro­ 
tests against the aid cuts by repre­ 
sentativ es (rf civ ic and professional 
groups.

made the mouon for postponement, 
say ing he felt the commission need­ 


ed more time to study the feasibil­ 
ity of apply ing a good stamp plan 
suggested by the gov ernor, assess 
the effect of pending federal relief

heard at Friday ’s meeting. 


J efferson G. Ish, Chicago insur­

The folly of believ ing that o u tdo o r 
fu rnitu re do esn’t need any care will 
be q u ickly bro u ght to o ne’s attentio n 
the first time a gu est in a white dress 
sits down on a du sty , waffle-webbed 
chair, snags a sto cking on sp lintery 
wood o r lifts an ey ebro w at ap p ear­ 
ances. Faded canv as has a certain 
charm bu t a chip p ed o r ru st-sp o tted 
m etal fram e do esn’t. 
Fo r au tho ritativ e adv ice on o u t­ 
do o r ho u sekeep ing I went to an o u t­ 
standing ex p ert. Hendrik v an Ko p p el, 
the Califo rnia designer-manu factu rer 
who is co ncerned the y ear aro u nd 
with mo dern fu rnitu re's p lace in the 
su n. 
There are bo th v irtu es and draw ­ 
backs inherent in each ty p e of fu rni­ 
tu re u sed o u tside, he say s, and all 
ty p es req u ire so me so rt of regu lar 
m aintenance. Deterio ratio n mu st be 
taken into acco u nt; u nless p ro p erly 
cared fo r, alu minu m will co rro de, 
steel and iro n will ru st o r sto ne will 
crack. 
To p rev ent o x idatio n and ru st, Van 
Ko p p el adv ises that metal fu rnitu re 
be kep t clean and wax ed o r p ainted, 
ju st as y ou wou ld p ro tect the finish 
of y o u r au to mo bile. Wax the metal 
p arts with a reliable au to wax . 
Co tto n co rd, canv as o r o ther fabric 
is cleaned by scru bbing with deter­ 


gent and. if necessary , bleaching 
with a mild bleach so lu tio n. 
Rattan u sed o u tside sho u ld be kep t 
clean and wax ed with fu rnitu re wax , 


Van Ko p p el warns. It will mildew if 
allo wed to rem ain damp o r dry o u t 
and crack if co nstantly ex p o sed to 
the su n. Rattan fu rnitu re sho u ld be 


rep laced 
in 
relativ ely 
sheltered 


areas. A co at of fu rnitu re wax is 


also reco mmended fo r wo o den o u t­ 


do o r p ieces. 


Plastic co v erings need simp ly to be 
.sp onged off ro u tinely with so ap and 
water. If y ou hap p en to hav e sling o r 
camp chairs with leather seats, keep 
them clean with saddle so ap . Lu bri­ 
cate them o ccasio nally with a liq u id 
clear wax made e s p e c i a l l y fo r 
leather. Nev er u se fu rnitu re p o lish, 
o ils o r v arnishes on leather. Su ch 
p ieces sho u ld be p laced in sheltered 
areas u nless the leather is sp ecifical­ 
ly treated for o u tdo o r u se. 


In hu mid climates where there is 
daily rain, do n't let w ater accu mu late 
o r mildew will follow. Either co v er 
the fu rnitu re when no t in u se o r 
remo v e it to a sheltered p lace. 


Fu rnitu re which is scratched fro m 
no rmal u se can be reto u ched o r re ­ 
p ainted. To keep ap p earances, re ­ 
p lace p lastic glides and wheels that 
are lo st o r bro ken. Check wood 
fram es fo r lo o se nails o r screws, fo r 
sp linters alo ng the edges. Old ru stic 
wood fu rnitu re can be .sp ru ced u p 
with a co at of sp ar v arnish o r p aint­ 
ed. 


One p o int I learned by p ainfu l 
ex p erience (a sp ider bit me) in the 
care of o u tdo o r fu rnitu re is to check 
u nderneath the p iece as well as the 
su rface. Sp iders and o ther insects 
seem to grav itate to the p ro tected 
co m ers u nder tables and chairs.

Would that be contempt 
of the Supreme Court or of some 
lower federal court? It could not be 
violation of the state law in the 
case on appeal because the offen­ 
sive pray er was gotten up by the 
New Y’ork Board of Regents, a body 
of the state government, and bore 
the board's imprimatur. 


But I look to that portion of the 
First Amendment concerning religion 
and discover that the Supreme Court 
was absolutely wrong and, I submit, 
immoral in this decision. Congress 
did not enact any law contravening 
that verboten in the first and there­ 
fore the court was out the door on 
that proposition alone. The court did 
not dare find that Congress had 
enacted an offensive law. That be­ 
ing so. that was the time for the 
court to shut its bazoo. But this 
court is hostile to wholesome old 
American way s. It may or may not 
have jurisdiction over the acts of the 
New York Board of Regents, but 
whether it has or not, the fact re­ 
mains that the 
First Amendment 
was invoked and it was not violated 
or even involved in any way . So the 
court was wrong. 
The Constitution does not forbid 
the New York Board of Regents to 


recommend a pray er and the court 
is plainly over-eager and hostile to 
the freedom here ex ercised and no­ 
where forbidden. This all comes of 
the nasty , pestiferous heckling of the 
normal American which is constantly 
ex ported 
from 
New York 
boiler- 
rooms. Last y ear, it was freedom 
riders and dangerous incitations in 
such quiet cities as Jackson and 
Charleston. But when ingenious in­ 
dividuals in Louisiana and Missis­ 
sippi paid the fares of a few individ­ 
ual colored people up to President 
Kennedy ’s home town to embarrass 
him, that was dirty pool. These ex ­ 
cursionists to Hy annis Port caused 
no disorder, but the northern riders 
who invaded the South tried to kick 
up riots which often included knife 
work and casualties, possibly fatal. 
The fact that there were none in 
Jackson and Charleston was no fault 
of theirs. 


It occurs to me that some patriot 
with access to a class in some public 
school might strike a blow for the 
old American spirit which prevailed 
in Minnesota when I was a child by 
rehearsing 
them

Pray er and inciting them to rise and 
oiler it on their own initiative every 
morning without involving the teach­ 
er in a criminal act. The teacher 
might send them to the principal 
and the principal might call the cops 
and have them all arrested for dis­ 
orderly conduct on public premises. 
But I think this might dramatize an 
outrageous situation and provide a 
means 
for widespread 
ex pression 
both of piety toward God and con­ 
tempt for toe Supreme Court of the 
United States both of which senti­ 
ments are forward in my spirit at 
this time.
